TELLS STORY OF 
THE DEUTSCHLAND 


How He Conceived and. Carried 
Out Idea of New Sensation 
of the Sea. 


SIX MONTHS IN BUILDING 


Sister Ship Already at Sea and 
More of Big Submarines Are 
Being Constructed.

BERLIN, July 12.— The German sub- 
marine merchantman Deutschland, 

Which has arrived safely at Baltimore 

from Bremen, with a cargo of chem- 

icals and dyestuffs, and her sister 
boat, Bremen, which is also at sea, 
are the first mercantile submarines we 
have built, and mark an epoch in the 
world’s technical science and ship build- 
ing.“ declared Alfred Lohmann, former 
president of the Bremen Chamber of 

Commerce, and founder, organizer and 

president of the German Ocean Shipping 

Co., which owns them, “and we are 

building others.“ 


Bremen, the proud, old, Hanseatic, 
republicanly governed free city, with its 
histdric tradition of sea trade, and the 
rival of Hamburg, more widely known 
in recent years through the American- 
like enterprise of Ballin, has given the 
world the new sensation of the sea. 
The idea itself was a daring plan, the 
product of Lohmann’s brain. Organiz- 
ing the company for financing the 
scheme, with the great risks involved in 
such an experiment, was Lohmann's 
enterprise. 


Interested Rich Bremeners. 

Getting together a number of proud 
and rich Bremeners around him, in- 
cluding the North German Lloyd and 
its director-general, Herr Heineke, he 
put the scheme into execution. He has 
put Bremen on the map again. 

His face wreathed in smiles, his eyes 
beaming, Lohmann told me yesterday 
sumething about Germany's new feat, 
how he came to conceive the idea, and 
hew he carried it out. For various rea- 


fgons much of it cannot be made public 


at the present time. As he talked Loh- 
mann was frequently interrupted by 
messengers bringing telegrams of con- 
gratulations, a steady stream of which 
arrived from the Government, the peo- 
ple and prominent persons in all parts 
of the empire. 

Lohmann speaks perfect English and 
looks more like an Englishman than a 
German. His mother was an English 
woman. 

‘‘America and the world generally are 

probably no more surprised than Ger- 
many,’ he said. The idea first came 
t me soon after the German naval au- 
thorities demonstrated the great effi- 
ciency and sea-going qualities of their 
submarines and their superiority over 
similar craft of other countries. It was 
not, however, until early last fall that J 
gave it serious thought, and that was 
when it became evident that the war 
was going to continue. 
“I went to work on it, personally 
founded and organized the company and 
interested numerous people of Bremen, 
who were enthused with the idea, if it 
were practicable, and willing with me 
to take big financial risks. At first it 
seemed that a freight-carrying subma- 
rine, to slip through or under the Brit- 
ish blockade was a rather fantastical 
proposition. | 

Tests, demonstrations and the per-

ing scheme not only was feasible but 
practicable. 

“The designs once complete, work 
was commenced. In approximately six 
months the Deutschland came from the 
yards complete. Then, for nearly eight 
weeks, we had trial trips. It was dur- 
ing these trials that the boat was seen 
and reports got into circulation that 
Germany had a submarine of unprece- 
dented size. On the whole, however, 
our secret was remarkably well kept. 
“The trials demonstrated fully the en- 
tire practicability of my plan and of 
submarines of this size. We had started 
with two boats and soon after the 
Deutschland a second boat of the new 
submarine epoch came from the yards. 
For obvious reasons I cannot tell you 
much about their measurements, equip- 
ment or details of construction. The 
Deutschland and Bremen have approx- 
imately 2000 tonnage, which gives some 
idea of their size for undersea craft. 
They can make in excess of 14 miles an 
hour. I was on board when we sub- 
merged in one-half minute.“ 

“What is the radius of these new sub- 
marine giants?“ 

“The Deutschland, in the voyage to 
Baltimore, covered 4000 miles, or approx- 
imately that. Had America for any 
reasons refused to let the Deutschland 
come into port, she could have turned 
around and returned to Bremen without 
touching anywhere for fuel or supplies,“ 
declared Lohman; and then he made 
a rather startling, almost sensational 
statement of the utmost sea-going radi- 
us of the submarines representing Ger- 
many’s new ship building and engineer- 
ing science, but which he declared was 
econfidential for the present. 

“Is the Admiralty of the navy co- 
operating with you in this plan?“ 

“Our plan and our company is a 
strictly commercial and peaceful enter- 
prise. We have nothing to do with any 
other. The Deutschland is an unarmed, 
peaceful trading craft—the same as any 
British merchantman sailing on the sur- 
face of the ocean. The Deutschland is 
unarmed, peaceful and engaged in legit- 
imate, peaceful commercial trade. I did 
not permit the captain or any member 
of the crew even to carry a revolver. 
“The Deutschland is entitled to the 
same protection in Baltimore harbor and 
American territorial waters as any other 
merchant ship. And for the same reason 
it canriot be sunk upon sight without 
previous warning by a warship.“ 

“Do you fear that any attempt will 
be made upon the Deutschland in the 
harbor by some pro-ally fanatical sym- 
pathizer or other person?“ 

“I instructed the captain and the

gary, but I have full faith and confi- 
dence in the American Government and 
port authorities, and they will see that 
nothing happens to our submarine mer- 
chantman in the harbor in American 
territorial waters.

PROVISIONAL SYSTEM FOR 
BOVERNING IRELAND OUTLINED 


LONDON, July 12.—In the course of 
a discusion in the House of Lords on 
the report of Baron Harding, head of 
the commission which investigated the 
Irish rebellion, and in which several 
members urged that Augustine HBirrel, 
former Secretary for Ireland, ought to 
have been censured as the one respon- 
sible for the Sinn Fein outbreak, Lord 
Landsdowne yesterday outlined a sys- 
tem for the provisional Government of 
Ireland when martial law is abolished 
there, and until a new government 
can be established. An Irish secretary 
with a capable military adviser would 
be appointed under the system. There 
also would be a new chief of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, who would be a 
well known soldier. 

Nobody would be allowed to carry 
arms without a permit, and there would 
be no grants of amnesty. A garrison 
would be maintained in Ireland strong 
enough to preserve order and special 
safeguards would be created for the 
loyalists in the south and west.

BOND MONEY MAY NOT BE USED 
On INCORPORATED TOWN ROADS 


to Disposition of the $3,000,000 
to Be Raised. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ralph of St. 
Louis County today said that any at- 
tempt to use a part of the $3,000,000 road 
bond issue to improve those portions of 
roads within the limits of the 11 in- 
corporated towns of the county might 
meet with legal opposition. 


State Supreme Court in its recent de- 
cision upholding the validity of the bond 
issue did not specifically decide whether 
roads in incorporated towns could be 
improved with the bond money. 

+ Ralph addressed a meeting of 150 
county citizens at Kirkwood last night. 
He said that while the point was not 
ruled upon directly by the court, the 
decision contained inferences that the 
money could not be spent on town roads. 
One clause in the decision said that 
dwellers in towrs could not rightfully 
object that they would receive no direct 
benefit from the road improvement, any 
more than a man without children could 
object to paying school taxes. 

The combined population of the 11 in- 
corporated towns in the county is about 
$0,000. Many voters in these towns ap- 
proved the bond issue in the belief that 
part of the money could be used in im- 
proving the roads through their towns.

Man to Announce Position on 
Nomination Soon.

CHICAGO, July 12.—Henry Ford of De- 
troit will be nominated for President 
on the first ballot by the Prohibition 
party at its national convention to be 
held in St. Paul, July 18 to 21, if he 
will consent to accept the honor, in 
the opinion of party leaders who held 
a conference here today. 

“I believe Ford would be the strongest 
candidate we could name if he will onty 
consent to make the race, said Eugene 
Chafin. “We would get many thou- 
sands of labor votes in addition to the 
solid support of old-line Prohibition- 
ists. 

Ford was visited by a delegation of 
Prohibition party leaders recently and 
asked to run for President. He said 
he would consider the proposition and 
announce his decision in a few days. 
Ford’s business associates, it is said, 
have strongly urged him not to be- 
come a candidate. 

If Ford declines to allow the use of 
his name for President, the leaders 
declare that the choice will be between 
J. Frank Hanly, former Governor of 
Indiana; Eugene N. Foss, former Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, and William 
Sulzer, former Governor of New York. 
At today’s conference of leaders it 
was agreed that the party platform 
would contain planks indorsing the fol- 
lowing propositions:

NEGOTIATIONS WITH U. S. 


Sees Acting Secretary Polk and Indicates That 
Details of Arrangements for Conferences : 
Will Be Decid d Upon Soon. 
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WASHINGTON, July 12.—A communi- 
cation from Mexico City which today 
reached Eliseo Arredondo, the Mexican 
Ambassador designate, is understood tv 
contain instructions as to the form of 
the negotiations by which settlement of 
differences between the United States 
and Mexico will be undertaken. The 
Mr. Arrredondo immediately arranged 
for a conference with Acting Secretary 
Polk. After a talk with him Mr. Arre- 
dondo sald details of the proposed ne- 
gotiations had not been settled, but that 
he expected to be able to make an an- 
neuncement within a few days. The 
subject discussed is said to have been 
the selection of commissioners to repre- 
sent the respective Governments in for- 
mal conferences. Henry P. Fietcher, 
American Ambassador Designate to 
Mexico, was present during the confer- 
ence. He may head the commissioners. 
Extensive Recruiting Service. 
Immediate organization of an extens- 
ive national guard recruiting service 
was authorized today by the War De- 
partment to bring regiments on the bor- 
aer duty up to full war strength of about 
1€0,000 men. With nearly 50,000 regulars 
on border duty, the Government would 
have 210,000 men or more engaged in pro- 
tecting the lines. 
Three officers will be assigned to the 
recruiting service for each separate bat- 
talion, company, battery or other units 
wil! have one officer. The Adjutant- 
General of the respective states will sup- 
ply the names of officers for this duty. 
Recruiting has been made necessary 
by the fact that all unfit men and those 
with dependents to support are to be 
Gischarged from the guard regiments as 
rapidly as possible. While the work of 
filling the gaps was in progress, how- 
ever, it was determined to go a step 
further and attempt to fill the gaps up 
to full war strength. 
Major-General Bliss, assistant chief 
of staff, departed for the border late; 
yesterday to inspect national guard 
units. It was said at the War De- 
partment that his trip was for ad- 
ministrative purposes wholly, and did 
not foreshadow any immediate 
change in the higher commands along 
the border. 
Officials are eager to forestall com- 
plaints that the militiamen are not ac- 
corded proper treatment in the Federal 
service. 
Gen. Bliss first will go to San An- 
tonio, where he will confer with Gen. 
Funston. Later he will visit every camp 
of importance from the gulf to the 
Pacific coast. 

Will Not Alter Plans. 
Officers of the general staff believe 
that with the militiamen disposed as 
Gen. Funston has planned, there is no 
border point without an adequate force 
within easy reach. Gen. Bliss has had 
long experience on the international 
boundary, but he does not expect he 
will find any reason for altering Gen.

THE WHIP HAND, IN CITY'S

Declares He Can Cancel Arrangement at Any 
Time—Change of System Will Save Com- 
pany $70,000 and Cénsumers $221,000. 


Mayor Kiel and City Counsellor 
Daues today told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the city whenever it wishes 
to do so, can terminate the agreement 
entered into yesterday by which th?

City. Counsellor Daues said that if it 
had preferred to do so the gas com- 
pany probably could have obtained ths 
permission from the State Public Ser- 
vice Commission without the consent 


of the city. 
Ruling by State Board. 
Under the company’s franchise it is 
required to furnish gas with an illumi- 
nating power of at least 18 candle power 
to the cubic foot. There is no fran- 


jy chise requirement as to the heat value 


of this gas, but the State Publis Ser- 
vice Commission has ruled that it must 
have at least 670 British thermal units 
to the cubic foot. 

The gas which will be furnished under 
the new agreement will be made by a 
process different from that used in 


It was said at the city hall today that 
no city tests of the proposed new form 
of gas have been made, though ex- 
haustive tests have been made to deter- 
mine the light and heat efficiency of the 
gas now furnished to consumers. 

Public Utilities Director Hooke today 
said he had found the gas now being 

*rnished and soon to be supplanted with 
another kind meets the 18 candle-power 
requirement and contains in excess of 
60% British thermal units a cubic foot. 

These figures are based on an aver- 
age of experiments extending over 18 
days. 

The new type of gas, Hooke said, will 
be tested when the company begins to 
furnish it to consumers. 

Must Come Up to Standard. 

Hooke said that if the new gas is 
found to contain less than 600 heat units 
to the cubic foot it will not be consid- 
ered as meeting the agreement made 
yesterday. 

By agreement with the city the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. reduces its rates as 
follows: The present rate is 80 cents a 
1000 feet for 10,000 feet or less; for all in 
excess of 10,000 feet, 60 cents a thousand 
feet. The new rate will be 75 cents a 
1000 feet up to 7000 feet, and 55 cents a 
thousand feet for all over 7000 feet. 

At the old rate $8 worth of gas had 
to be consumed before the 60-cent rate 
was reached; under the new system only 
35.5 worth must be used before being 
able to use gas at the 55-cent rate. It is 
said that the majority of household gas 
users rarely use over $ worth a month. 

The Gas company estimates that the 
saving to the company under this new 
arrangement will be $70,000 a year, and 
to the consumers, $221,000. 

The company did not state whether 
this saving included the price which 
the by-products will bring.

The?’ price of this oil in the past few 
years has increased from 200 to 500 per 
cent, making the process costly. There 
are practically no by-products in this 
process. 

Decreases the Power. 

The company is also using two other 
methods of production—the retort and 
the by-product process. In the former 
the by-products consist of ammonia 
liquor, which can be distilied into the 
pure chemical, and coal tar, for which 
there is a high demand. When these 
by-products are taken out it dcreases 
the illuminating power slightly. 

The by-product process produces an 
immense amount of coke which is equal 
to the best grade of foundry coke. *% 
by-product in its production is a light 
oil from which benzol and toluolare .s 
extracted. These bring high price» 
today. From toluol is made trinitro- 
toluol, the highest and safest explosive 
known. This is used in high explosive 
shells. 

However, the removal of the light oil 
from the gas robs it of most of its 
illuminating quality. The production 
cost is not comparatively high after 
the installation of the plant is made. 
The high profits depend upon the mar- 
ket price of foundry coke and benzol. 
Both bring good prices today. 

Will Not Use 011. 

By changing the test of the efficiency 
of the gas from the light to the heat 
unit the Gas Company will not have 
to use oil in the water gas process 
io provide the illuminating quality; 
in the retort and by-product process 
the company can extract the chemi- 
cals which provide the _ illuminating 
quality and market it. In both ways 
the production cost is greatly lowered 

While such gas has little candle- 
power when burned in open jets, bv 
purchasing certain mantels and lamps, 
which the gas company sells, a better 
illuminant is secured. The gas com- 
pany estimates that only about four 
per cent of the gas is consumed in 
open jets in St. Louis. 

President Holman’s Statement. 

C. L. Holman, president and general 
manager of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
gave the following written statement 
to the Post-Dispatch: 

„A number of months ago Mayor Kiel 
aproached the officials of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. with the idea in view of 
obtaining a reduction in gas rates. A 
number of lengthy conferences were 
held on the subject. It was considered 
best, however, to defer action until sucn 
time as the operations of our new coke 
oven plant had been carried on for a 
sufficient length of time to fairly indi- 
cate what the results, in this new pro- 
cess of gas manufacture, would be. 

“Within the last several months the 
Mayor again brought up the question, 
and we have been in conference with 
him, and with Director of Public Utili- 
ties Hooke, and with City. Counselor 
Daues, on many occasions. We have 
met the suggestions advanced by the 
city officials very willingly, for it has 
been, and is the policy of the company 
to give consumers of gas in St. Louis 
the very best price commercially pos- 
sible. All our efforts during the past 
several years have been directed towar.t| 
that end and through the installation of 
new processes. 

Old Law Passed Years Ago. 

The present ordinances of the city 
of St. Louis, requiring a candle-power 
standard and fixing the price of gas at 
$1.25 per 1000 cubic feet until 1920, were 
passed more than 30 years ago, at which 
time the uses for gas were far different 
than at the present. In such ordinances 
it is stipulated that the company shall 
furnish a gas of such composition us 
will have illuminating power of 18 can- 
dles. 

“The test provided therefor being that 
the gas shall be burned in an argand 
burner, at a rate of five cubic feet per 
hour, etc. 

“There are many different kinds sf 
argand burners, and tests by different 
burners will show different results. 

“By nsing the same kind of gas in a 
mantle, instead of in an old style open 
— H— 
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flame burner, more than three times as 
much illumination will be given off, at 
a considerably less cost. This is due 
to the fact that under present methods 
of using gas for illumination, it is the 
heat value of the gas and not the ob- 
solete illuminating value which must be 
relied upon for results. 

“Gas mantles are now almost univer- 
sally used wherever gas is in use for 
illuminating purposes, the light being 
produced by heating the mantle to an 
incandescent state by means of the heat 
units in the gas. The old plan was to 
burn gas in an open flame, and the il- 
lumination resulted in much the same 
way as illumination results from the 
burning of a pitch stick, a candle or an 
oil lamp. 

“The consumption of gas for illumi- 
nating purposes in an open flame burn- 
er is extravagant, inefficient and un- 
Satisfactory as compared to the use of 
the same: product through a mantle. 

The unimportance of the present can- 
dle power stipulation is readily under- 
stood when it is found that there is 
but approximately 5 per cent of all gas 
sold in St. Louis used through open 
flame burners for illuminating purposes. 
Ninety-five per cent is used for heating, 
cooking, industrial purposes and for il- 
lumination by means of the gas mantle. 


Unfair to Majority. 
„We have been making all of our gas 


of the candle power requirement for the 
benefit of only those customers using 
approximately 5 per cent of the total. It 
is unfair to the other 95 per cent of our 
customers that in order to furnish can- 
dle power to 5 per cent of the total that 
all should pay a higher price. When 
gas was used only for illuminating pur- 
poses, through an open flame burner, 
the candle power requirement was a 
proper one. Such restricted use of gas 
has long since passed. A more general 
use of it is now made. There is no 
good reason to cling to the old method 
of producing candle power gas when the 
gas, as now used, depends upon heat 
units and not upon candle power for 
its efficiency and economy. 

In recognition of the foregoing, the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, 
which body regulates the gas companies 
operated in Missouri, adopted in July, 
1915, certain definite rules and regula- 
tions and tests for the production and 
distribution of gas, and the standardiz- 
ing and measuring of its quality. 

„Such rules provide for a heat unit 
basis instead of one of candle power. 
We have been advised that such roles, 
and manner of standardizing and testing 
gas, as promulgated by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, supersedes ordinance 
provisions upon the. subject. 

“We believe that we should follow 
the rules and regulations so laid down 
vw the Public Service Commission with 
respect to the quality of gas. 

At the same time, in line with our 
policy, we have wished to avoid even the 
appearance of violating ordinances of 
the city, or of entering into any con- 
flict with the city administration. We 
were, therefore, very glad of the op- 
portunity to take up with Mayor Kiel, 
and Director of Utilities Hooke, the 
general question of a gas rate reduc- 
tion. 

Matter Carefully 

The whole matter has been given 
careful consideration by the city of- 
ficials, and all that is being granted 
us by the city is an agreement that we 
snall follow the rules and regulations, 
and methods of testing and standardiz- 
ing our gas, as laid down by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission with respect to 
such matters. 

“The Laclede company is constantly 
endeavoring not only to meet the view 
of the city administration, but of its 
general customers as well, to the end 
that we may give the very best service 
cummercially possible, and to so conduct 
the business generally that we will 
lightfully merit the esteem and regard 
of the public. 

“The agreement with the Mayor, 
Director Hooke and City Counsellor 
Daues, in relation to the rate to be 
charged, is based upon the demand of 
the customer as measured by the size 
of meter required to serve him and the 
quantity of gas consumed. 

The present gas rate in St. Louis is: 
First 10,000 cubic feet per meter per 
month 80 cents net per thousand. All ad- 
ditional at 60 cents per thousand. 

“The Laclede Gas Light Company 
proposes to put the following general 
reduced schedule of gas rates into ef- 
fect in St. Louis, and file the same 
with the Public Service Commission 
making such rates effective im- 
mediately. It is proposed to have this 
schedule apply on all gas sold after

PARALYSIS DEATHS DROP 
TO 17 IN NEW YORK CITY 
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Daily Average Cut Down Despite Heat Wave 
— 162 New Cases — Germ of Disease 
Said to Have Been Isolated. 


NEW YORK, July 12.— Despite the 
worst heat wave of the season, 
epidemic of infantile paralysis took a 
turn for the better today. During the 
24 hours preceding 10 o'clock this 
morning, only 17 deaths from the dis- 
ease were reported in the five bor- 
oughs of New York City. There were 
162 new cases. 

An absolute quarantine against New 
York children under 16 years of age was 
put into effect and rigorously enforced 
in New Jersey today. New Jersey chil- 
dren under 16 years of age will not be 
permitted to cross the Hudson River 
into New York City. 

This action has been taken by the 
health authorities of New Jersey to 
prevent, if possible, the spread of the 
epidemic into that State. 

The conference between heads of the 
City Department, the Advisory Board 
of the Department of Health, the Com- 
missioner of Health and physicians 
called by Mayor Mitchel, met in the 
Mayor's office and discussed the work 
being done under the direction of Healtn 
Commissioner Emerson to stop the 
spread of infantile paralysis and su - 
gested that other precautions, if pos- 
sible, could be taken to stem the course 
of the disease. 

That the germ of the disease had fin- 
ally been discovered by a New York 
physician was asserted today at the of- 
fices of the Board of Health. The name 
of the physician was withheld but it 


‘was Officially stated that after discover- 


ing the germ the physician had been 
able to develop some virulent cultures of 
the disease. 

The spread of the disease is general 
around the centers in South Brooklyn 
and the lower east side of Manhattan, 
where the epidemic has flourished since 
its development early in June. Some 
cases, however, have been discovered in 
other sections of Brooklyn and a few 
in the upper residential sections of Man- 
hattan.

I had never heard of the or- 
ganization and did not know what it 
was, but its name sounded good. I was 
given to understand that it was strong 
and that it would organize the entire 
city. I considered the suggestion worth 
taking under consideration. 

“I inquired what. financial considera- 
tions would be involved and was told 
that the organization had certain cam- 
paign expenses and that candidates in- 
dorsed by it were expected to contribute 
toward the expenses. A sum was men- 
tioned which would be considered suita- 
ble. I do not remember the amount. 
It may have been $200. I am sure it was 
not as much as $500. I said I would 
consider the proposition. 


Introduced to Harding. 
“A few days later my friend came to 


my office accompanied by a young man 
he introduced as Mr. Harding, a mem- 
ber of the organization. My friend and 
I again talked over thé proposition. I 
do not remember that Harding took any 
part in the conversation except when I 
laughingly asked him what would hap- 
pen if the league indorsed a candidate 
and he failed to contribute. Harding 
said the league would probably support 
him anyway. 

“I did not give them an answer then, 
but promised to do so later. I made 
some inquiry about the Independent 
Voters’ League and was told that it was 
anti-Catholic. I did not feel that I 
could be identified with an organization 
that is opposed to any religion. 

J determined to make only one con- 
tribution for campaign expenses and 
to make that to the regular Republi- 
can organization. I met my friend on 
the street and told him I had decided 
not to act on his suggestion. He 
said all right and added that the lea- 
gue would probably indorse me any 
way. 

“This friend, I am convinced, is not 
a member of the Independent Voter's 
League. He told me that he was not and [ 
have no reason to doubt his word, I am 
sure he acted in good faith and made 
the suggestion because he believed t 
would be worth while for me to have 
the indorsement of the organization.” 


Warrants Asked For. 
Taylor R. Young, another Republican 


candidate for Circuit Judge, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that Greene 
F Harding solicited a contribution from 
him, which he declined to make. Hard- 
ing told him, he said, that candidate for 
Circuit Judge who were indorsed by the 
league would be expected to contribute 
$150 to $250 and that Young would proba- 
bly get such an indorsement.

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Beware of the deadly streptococcus 
that is lurking just before your door. 
He is there with the staphacoccus and 
a few billion other enemies waiting to 
attack and kill you. The dust on the 
street is their home. 

The streptococcus and the stapho- 
coccus are germs that cause abscesses, 
boils and inflammations, and while 
they are bad enough they have some 
companions a great deal worse. The 
coli bacilli, for example, are among 
their allies and fellow denizens of the 
dust. This colon family, as bacteri- 
ologists call it, is responsible for ty- 
phoid, dysentery, intestinal disorders 
and many other troubles. 

All these germs have been discovered 
in the dust gathered by a vacuum 
sweeper from the streets of St. Louis. 
City Bacteriologist Baldwin, who has 
examined samples submitted to him by 
Director of Streets and Sewers Tal- 
bert, reports that every cubic cent 
meter of this dust contains nearly 
300,000,000 of these germs and other or- 
ganisms inimical to health. 

A cubic centimeter is the equivalent 
of 15 grains, or about an eighth of a 
teaspoonful. In this small compass 
millions of these germs have their 
lodgings, apparently without coyges- 
tlon or discomfort. In a cubic centi- 
meter of the, gutter dust which was 
sent to Dr. Baldwin for bacteriological 
examination, 270,000,000 germs were 
found, while in same quantity of dust 
from the center of the street there 
were 249,000,000. 

Dr. Baldwin says that he has dis- 
covered several groups of pathogen'c 
germs, including the streptococcus, the 
staphococcus and the colon, but has 
not yet had time to separate them or 
determine their individual classes. 
Some harmless germs were taken in 
this bad company. It will require sev- 
eral weeks, Dr. Baldwin says, to cata-

Dust in the streets 
rear curbs and in sewer inlets affords 
an ideal habitat for deadly germs.

A machine now in use on the down- 
town streets, sweeps the pavement clean 
and by a vacuum and suction process 
gethers and imprisons it in a chamber. 
Samples have been sent to the municipal 
laboratory for physical tests, in addition 
to those taken for bacteriological exam- 
ination. 

At the laboratory large quantities 
have been sifted through screens vary- 
ing from 8 mesh to 200 mesh. The dust 
that passes through the latter is so 
fine that single particles of it can 
hardly be seen or be felt between the 
fingers. On such specks, however, many 
germs could congregate. 

In mass this fine dust is almost black. 
It is the sort that finds its way through 
cracks and into homes and shops and 
into the lungs of human beings and 
animals. 

All the dust examined either in the 
testing laboratory or by Dr. Baldwin 
was taken from Locust street and Chest- 
nut street west of Fourteenth street, or 
from thoroughfares in the district be- 
tween Washington avenue, Market 
street, Twelfth street and Fourth street. 

From the investigations he has be- 
gun Director Talbert hopes to learn 
not only the kind and number of germs 
that dwell in the streets, but also some- 
thing of the relative wear of pavements 
under different traffic. Of the dust 
gathered from Locust street west of 
Fourteenth street only 6 per cent was 
fine,“ or capable of being sifted 
through at 20-mesh sieve. Chestnut 
street dust (west of Fourteenth) was 
31 per cent fine.“ In the section be- 
tween Twelfth, Fourth, Market and 
Washington, the dust was 11 per cent

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PUBLIC MENACE OF THE INSANE. 

The hard problem of an intelligent disposition 

of the mentally unbalanced is again suggested by 
the case of the man who murdered his bride of two 
weeks in her sleep while they lodged in a local 
hotel. It is ascertained that the murderer is a 
dangerous maniac of homicidal tendency, who has 
repeatedly made violent assaults on persons. He 
once tried to kill his own father and at another 
time attacked his two sisters. Insanity has always 
been his defense when called to account for his 
various offenses, as it will be again if he is cap- 
tured, and he has spent nearly 20 years in a sani- 
tarium as an irresponsible. He seems for long 
intervals to have conducted himself rationally, but, 
of course, should never have been released from 
confinement. 
Is nobody to be held accountable because so 
dangerously abnormal a man was permitted to be 
at large? That is a natural inquiry now that 
we know the shocking results of his release. 
But on the other hand how great might be the 
scandal if an unfortunate should be held in 
close confinement at public charge long after 
he had apparently recovered from aberration 
and had given evidence of complete control of 
his faculties? 

To release Charles Durgin was a sad blunder. 
But the possibility of as great blunders may exist 
almost daily in the discharge of mental defectives 
from any asylum or sanitarium. 
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THE SPREAD OF AN EPIDEMIC. 
Prior to June 6 there had been a total of six 
cases of infantile paralysis in New York, with one 
death. | 
June 6 and 7 added as many more cases as had 
been recorded during all the previous time this 
season and added one to the former deaths. Seven 
new casés Were reported on June 10, four on June 
17, one on June 19 and seven on June 20. On 
June 21, however, the number reported took a 
jump to 12. By June 25 the report showed 32 new 
cases and the outbreak began receiving attention 
from the press. 

The low mark in new cases during the past 16 
days was on June 26, when 37 were reported, since 
which time the number has fallen as low as 62 
only on June 29, reaching 157 cases on July 4 and 
6 and 107 on July 6. Up to last Saturday the total 
cases were 798 and the deaths 187. Yesterday's 
report showed no less than 32 deaths with 195 new 
cases, bringing the total cases to nearly 1000. 

The epidemic, accordingly, has been about six 
weeks in developing to its present alarming pro- 
portions. What would have been the effect on its 
spread if, during the first three weeks of this pe- 
riod, when new cases were appearing at the rate 
of only a few a day, the same rigorous precautions 
had been inforced that are now made obligatory?
